In “Fruit ” the Imperial Economic Com- 
mittee publishes its annual summary of the 


kinds of fresh, canned and dried fruit. is 
review, which covers the period 1930 to 
1936, shows that, although the world export 
trade in apples, pears, oranges and lemons 
was in each 
case, on the average, somewhat smaller than 
in the previous three years, the quantities 


of these fruits shipped from Empire countries 


were heavier. Furthermore, exports of cer- 
tain other fruits, such as grapes and pe- 
fruit, and ~ canned - fruits - from noire 
countries have continued to expand, while 
the supply of bananas has been well main- 


tained. 


Changes in the world output of the different 
kinds of fruit are difficult to measure over 
short periods, but there is little doubt that 
since the war the general tendency has been 
one of expansion, more especially in those 
countries growing fruit largely for export, 
and trade has developed considerably, 
particularly in citrus fruit, bananas, and tho 
various kinds of canned fruit. Exports of 
canned fruits in 1936 fell below the record 
level reached in 1935, but were substantially 
heavier than in any previous year. 

The United Kingdom imports more apples, 
pears, citrus fruit, raisins and currants, and 
canned fruit, and also a far greater total 
weight of fruit, than any other country in 
the world. Its importance as a market is 
outstanding. Imports into Germany have 
declined during the past few years; never- 
theless, Germany is still the second most 
important market for all of the fruits men- 
tioned, and it remains the world’s largest 
importer of fresh grapes. A distinctive 
feature of the United Kingdom trade in fresh 
fruits has been the marked growth of the 
imports from Empire sources, which both in 
1 and 1936 were seven times greater than 
in the years before the War. The Empire, as 
a whole, is a net importer of all the principal 
fruits, with the one exception, in some years, 
of bananas. Expanding exports from the 
Dominions are, however, reducing the import 
balance to a considerable extent.

Short-Course Training 


While there has been a marked increase in 
the acreage under wheat in Ireland during 
the last few years, the change has to some 
extent been effected at the expense of other 
crops. There has not been .a decided in- 
crease in the total area brought under the 
plough, and it looks as if more land could 
not be cultivated without the aid of suitable 
machinery and more tractors. The trouble 
about this solution is that it does not seem 
to indicate the provision of a great deal -of 
extra employment. It is becoming increas. 
ingly evident that farm workers of the future 
must have a thorough knowledge of modern 
machinery, if they are to make a living on 
the land. Farmers are demanding prices 
to cover the cost of production, and leave 
them a reasonable profit. If they succeed, 
and if the wages of farm workers rise in 
sympathy, the workers will be expected to 
show greater skill. 

Tractors and up-to-date power-driven im- 
plate have placed new resources in the 
rands of farmers, enabling work to be done 
more quickly, costs lowered and production 
increased. But the best use of such equip- 
ment demands greater mechanical knowledge 
on the part of the farmer and his men, if 
they are to obtain the best return on capital 
spent on machinery. 


Theoretical and Practical Instruction 


Considerable interest, therefore, attaches 
to the inauguration of the Henry Ford In- 
stitute of Agricultural Engineering, at Bore- 
ham, Chelmsford, Essex. It is in many ways 
quite a new departure, for training of t 
kind envisaged has not hitherto been gener- 
ally available to those engaged in agricul- 
ture. The primary purpose of the Institute 
is to provide theoretical and practical in- 
struction in the use and care of modern 
farm machinery for farmers and their 
workers. It is not yet residential, and, like 
the large Fordson Estate farm adjoining, it 
is intended that the Institute shall be. self- 
supporting. 

The ordinary course of instruction will be 
of a fortnight’s duration, during which 
students will divide their time between the 
lecture rooms, conference hall, the Institute 
workshop and the Fordson Estate farms. It 
is realised that, while a fortnight’s course 
cannot attempt to cover the ground in suffici- 
ent detail to meet the needs of the agricul- 
tural engineering student, it can provide .in- 
struction of practical value to the increasing 
number of farmers and their sons, managers 
and workers, who are daily finding it 
essential to know. more about modern 
machinery. 

Longer courses are being prepared for 
those desiring to make a more complete study 
of agricultural engineering, while confer- 
ences and lectures are project@éd for farmers 
and others who are unable to attend the 
normal courses.

Care of Modern Farm Machinery 


On returning to the Lecture Hall at Bore- 
ham Hall, an address was delivered by Mr. 
F. B. Black, who explained clearly what was 
being done. ' It’ was ‘iounded, he ‘said, to 
provide practical and theoretical instruction 
in the use and care of modern farm machinery. 
It offers fortnightly courses for farmers and 
farm workprs at a time of year when farmers 
ean best spare their workers. For the open- 
ing course on 25th October last, students 
from all parts of the British Isles had 
entered, but there were still vacancies in the 
later courses. At other times of the year 
courses would be arranged to suit the em- 
ployés of implement and tractor dealers. 

At the new Institute, which adjoins the 
large farms of the Fordson Estates, Ltd., 
students divide their time between lectures 
and practical work in the extensive work- 
shops and on the land, the subjects covered 
being those considered to be of the greatest 
value to the farming community. From a 
consideration of the design and construction 
of the tractor and the latest power-driven 
machinery, students are taken through the 
practical operation and care of machinery, 
the correct hitching and loading of ploughs, 
cultivators, etc., to forge work and farm 
mechanics, including the use of tools. 


Filling a Necessity 


The Institute is not run as Ford propa- 
anda, but to fill. a necessity which, in Mr. 
lack’s opinion, has not been met from any 
other quarter. It costs a farmer from £9 to 
£10 all told to send an. employé to the 
Institute, but he should save this easily in 
one year in consequence. of the student's 
improved knowledge, and the cutting down 
oí repair, maintenance. and rupning costs. 
Many pupils of over fifty years of age have 
already been through this course. 


Co-operative Farming 


Mr. Dulanty explained that the Fordson 
Estates farms had been purchased by Messrs. 
Henry and Edsel Ford, who only 
sought to get 4 per cent. interest on.their 
money. They were worked on a co-operative 
basis under the Friendly Societies. Act. 
They specialise in vegetables and -fruit, 
the only live stock kept being — pigs. 
As an example of the large turnover ob- 
tained, Mr. Dulanty said that £11,000 
had .been obtained for Brussels sprouts in 


was paid in wages. A 400-acre farm was 
scheduled to produce a saleable crop worth 
£17,000. During harvesting men on the 
farms returned as much as hours in one 
week. The rate of wages is 25 per cent. 
higher than that paid locally, and a bonus is 
paid to each man according to his earnings 
at the end of the year. To participate in 
the bonus, employés must have worked at 
least 200 hours on the farm during the year, 
and overtime can be worked voluntarily. 


Bonus for Workers 


Housing at the moment presents some diffi- 
culty, but cottages are now being built on 
the property, which the men will pay for out 
of their annual bonus. The largest bonus so 
far “ea: to one man at the end of the year is 
£145. When the project was first started, 
most of the labour employed’ came from 
Essex, but now the majority come from Wor- 
cestershire. 

There are regularly employed 240 men, and 
25 tractors are in constant use, which is as it 
should be on a Ford concern. 

One-eighth of the area of each farm is 

iven over to cereals in order to rest the 
and from vegetables.. As there are no live 
stock to speak of, there is no ‘home-made 
supply of farmyard manure. Old chamois, 
leather shoddy, oid rabbit skins, etc.,. are 
used as organic manure, while suitable arti- 
ficials are applied to the various crops.

Discussing the “Control of Weeds in 
Arable Land” in a broadcast from Radio 
Athlone, . Mr. M. J. Gorman,  B.8c., 
A.R.Sc.I., Lecturer in Agricultural Botany 
aes) Bacterialogy, University College, Dublin, 
said :— 

One of the most effective ways of cleanin 
land which has become foul during a perio 
of tillage is to lay it down to grass for a few 
years. Every farmer knows that when a 
pasture of a few years’ standing is broken, 
even if it is a rather weedy pasture, the first 
tillage crop, often lea oats or wheat, is 
reasonably free from weeds. In tillage, how- 
ever, the weeds peculiar to arable land 
multiply at a rapid rate unless me 
methods of control are constantly applied. 
In the days of agriculture, before the in- 
troduction of drill husbandry with gg 
summer culivation, and rotation of crops, the 
land became so foul after a couple of seasons 
that it had to be fallowed for a year or two 
to reduce the weeds, or else abandoned and 
allowed to tumble down to grass. 


Troublesome Weeds 


Some of the most troublesome arable weeds 
are not native to Ireland, Take, for instance, 
Preshaugh, Poppies, Speedwell, Blind Nettles, 
Lamb’s Quarter. None of these are ever 
found far away from tillage. There are a few 
natives, too, which are very troublesome 
weeds.~ Corn Marigold, with smooth grey 
green leayes and large yellow daisy flowers, 
which appear rather late in the season, is

germination or natural dormancy, which is 
common among the seeds of arable weeds, 1s 
one of the factors which render the complete 
elimination of weeds extremly difficult. 

A dormancy of another kind, however, is 
of even greater importance, Seeds which are 
stored and kept dry may retain their vitality 
for very long periods, for, say, a hundred 
years, as has heen proved in some cases. 
Ordinarily seeds in the surface layer of the 
soil—the top inch or so—germinate when 
moisture and sufficient warmth are available 
—in the autumn and spring chiefly. Seeds 
buried a few inches in the soil do not attempt 
to. germinate, but lie dormant—often tor 
many years. When the buried seeds are 
brought to the surface then they germinate. 
All farmers are familiar with the sight of a 
plentiful crop of preshaugh or poppy in lea 
oats, and a field is known to have been in 
grass for fifty or sixty years. 


Prevent Seeding 


The obvious moral is, “prevent seeding.” 
Prevention of seceding is the first and most 
important step in weed control. Most damage 
is done in the autumn when the summer 
cultivation ceases. Many crops, kept clear 
of the weeds in early summer, are neglected 
in the autumn and the weeds left to ripen 
their seeds freely. 

As far as possible, the weeds springing 
from seeds already present in the soil must 
be destroyed before they reach maturity and

Harrow- 
“ing with a light weed harrow just before the 
corn comes up and again when it is above 
reduces the weeds remarkably—by eo 
much as 50-70 per cent, weather and 
slight disturbance of the soil to catch the 
weed seedlings are important factors for suc 
cess. 


Use of Chemicals 


Chemicals of several kinds have, for many 
years, been used for weed destruction. The 
one which is best known in Ireland is the 
bluestone spray, which is used chiefly against 
Preshaugh. Farmers.who have tried it, and 
use it in good time when the weeds are just 
at the right stage, know how effective it is. 

Of late years dilute sulphuric acid is being 
more extensively used. It acts the same way 
as the bluestone, drawing the water out of 
the leaves and causing the weeds to shrivel 
up and die. The strength required is about 
10 rts of strong commercial sulphuric acid 
with 90 of water. Kainit and calcium cyana- 
mide I may mention as two chemicals which 
are fairly effective in reducing weeds in 
cereals. The powder lodging in the leaves 
has the same shrivelling effect. as the sprays. 
Early application of sprays and powders is 
essential. Well-grown weeds are apt to re- 
cover from a check and ultimately ripen 
seeds. For weeds such as scutch and creep- 
ing thistle, which depend hardly at all upon 
seeds for their spread and survival, the 
measures mentioned are not sufficient. Hand 
picking may be necessary. Laying down to

ing half to one pound of wild white clover 
to the acré is the most useful thing that can 
be suggested.

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The Imperial Museum, the burial place 
of the Habsburgs at Vienna, which really 
consists of eight separate vaults—the Engels- 
gruft, the Leopoldine, Karoline, Maria Thersia, 
Franz, Ferdinand, Toscana and Franz Joseph 
vaults—is situated on the Neue Markt at 
Vienna below the Church Capuchian 
Monastery and has grown to its present form 
out of an endowment made by the Empress 
Anna, the Consort of the Emperor Matthias. 
This Empress, who died about 1600 or 1619, 
was the first to be buried there. Later, in 
the course of the centuries, the vault was 
enlarged by additional buildings till it reached 
its present dimensions. 

In this Mausoleum at the Capuchin 
Monastery in Vienna there lie, enclosed in 
138° coffins, the remains of German and 
Austrian Emperors and Empresses, Archdukes 
and Archduchesses, royal children, and the 
near relations of the House of Habsburg. 
When passing through the dim twilight of 
these deep vaults which are but scantily 
lighted by occasional lamps, if we pause from 
time to time to learn from the inscriptions 
on the coffins—these last dark resting places 
of those whose lives once shone prominently 
in the light. whose tomb it is before which 
we are standing, we may easily be overcome 
with sadness. For here, more forcible than 
in the presence of other tombs, we are thrilled 
with the terror of transitoriness, In this 
Mausoleum, men were laid to rest who once 
stood on the loftiest heights of life. Their 
voices have grown silent and their kingdoms 
so small. Here lies the Empress Elizabeth 
of Austria, that unhappy lady waose insatiable 
longing drove her from land to land, and whose 
earthly life and sorrows were terminated by 
the dagger of an assassin on the shores of 
Lake Leman. And here, at the left side of 
his father, the sorely tried Emperor Franz 
Joseph, lies Crown Prince Rudolf, who, under 
the spell of a love which was his fate. ended 
his. young life in 1889. In the Ferdinands- 
gruft, Ferdinand Maximilian, emperor of 
Mexico, is buried, whose destiny was accom- 

lished at Queretaro, on the 19th June, 1867. 
n the mausoleum lies the Duke of Reichstadt, 


King of Rome, and son of the great emperor 
Napoleon. He lies beside his mother, the 
Archduchess Marie Louise, who was once 
Empress of France. We see ‘A l’atgion’’ 
(to the eaglet) inscribed on the ribbon which 
ornaments the bronze palm branch, France's 
tribute to his memory. And there again, in 
the Toscanagruft, rises the sarcophagus which 
holds the bones of Archduke Albrecht, the 
hero of Custozza. 

In the Maria Theresia tomb, a lofty hall 
with a vaulted roof, which owes its har- 
monious effect to its splendid proportions, 
towers aloft the enormous sarcophagus of the 
great empress and her consort, Emperor 
Franz of Lorraine. This sarcophagus is, in- 
deed, the culminating point and the show- 
piece of the mausoleum. It depicts the 
empress and the emperor lying on a waving 
coverlet in a reclining posture, looking at 
each other. There is a lavish use of figure 
ornamentation portrait medallions, reliefs, 
war trophies abound on all sides. These 
potentates wanted to be sure that the pomp 
was unfurled, even in the grave, that inspires 
the populace with reverential awe. Devoid 
of all splendour, side by side with the super- 
fluously ornamented sarcophagus of the em- 
press and her consort, is the simple coffin of 
Emperor Joseph II., the people s emperor 
who set but little store by pomp an 
splendour. 

The body of Emperor Karl, the last of the 
Habsburgs to wear the crown, does not lie 
in this imperial mausoleum; it is buried on 
Madeira, far from his home.

ALCOHOL FACTORIES’ 
SALARIES 


Mr. NORTON asked the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce whether his attention 
had been directed to the advertisement 
published in the Press by his department, 
inviting applications for a number of non- 
Civil Service posts in the head office of the 
Saorstat alcohol factories; and whether he 
was aware that the salaries offered in con- 
nection with posts requiring considerable 
experience and training were exceedingly low ;

The announcement made by President de

cited much interest in the Free State, but 
more so in Northern Ireland. This is not 
surprising, for upon the achievement of 
that unity depends, as Mr. de Valera 
pointed out, the success or failure of the 
new Constitution upon which all his hopes

Or is it 
intended, as the proceedings at the Ard 
Fheis appeared to imply, to mobilise the 
whole Irish race “ at home and abroad ”’ 1 
Mr. de Valera did not develop his scheme 
further, but he did say, and this is highly 
gratifying to people who desire peace above 
all things, that 
‘‘ force, as far as we are concerned, 
is not contemplated as one of the 
steps. I believe force would defeat 
itself. I believe that, if we got it 
(unity) after the use of force, the cir- 
cumstances being what they ae we 
would not have got that basis for co- 
operation between all sections which is 
the thing above all others which is 
most necessary for a great State.” 


INTEREST IN NORTH 


That Mr. de Valera’s plans have 
aroused very real interest in Northern 
Ireland is apparent from the develop- 
ments which have taken place there. And 
this interest is not confined to Nationalists. 
Leaders of the Unionist Party, as well as 
newspapers, have been taking notice of the 
movement, and the Northern Ireland 
Labour Party have also had the question of 
unity before them. : i 

Seeing that it is the great question of 
unity that is at stake, the amount of dis- 
unity and controversy that has emerged 
is remarkable. This is particularly the 
case in regard to the Nationalists of the 
North. 

Within a week after Mr, de Valera made 

his Ard Fheis speech two abstentionist 
Nationalist members of the British Parlia- 
ment, Mr. Anthony Mulvey and Mr. 
atrick Cunningham, who were returned 
for the Tyrone-Fermanagh constituency, 
published in the Derry Journal a mani- 
festo approving of President de Valera’s 
movement for unity, and calling on all 
other parties in the Free State to assist 
him. The document appeared to imply 
that abstention from the Northern Parlia- 
ment, as well as from Westminster, was 
the policy of the constituency, and would 
have the approval of Mr. de Valera, seeing 
that he is himself an abstentionist 
member of the Stormont Parliament. 


POLICY OF ABSTENTION 


Following this, the Irish News, of 
Belfast, published an interview with 
Senator John McHugh, of Pettigo, County 
Fermanagh. Mr. McHugh objects to the 

olicy of abstention, and himself takes 
his seat in the Northern Parliament. He 
denies that the constituency of Tyrone- 
Fermanagh desired abstention, and said 
it was accepted at the ‘last election as a 
compromise to ‘‘ keep the seat from the 
Unionists. ”’ 

Turning to Mr. de Valera’s Ard Fheis 
proposals Mr. McHugh said :— 

“IT think Mr. de Valera should be asked 
to disclose what is his plan for the futuro 
of Northern Ireland. am fully satisfied 
he has no real policy to put before the 
people. I believe he is being more harm- 
ful than helpful by making a statement 
which has nothing behind it. Such state- 
ments hinder rather than help the efforts 
of the minority in the six counties.”’ 

The interview with Senator McHugh was 
approvingly set out in the Irish News, 
with the caption, “ Nationalist Senator's 
Straight Talk.” 

The Derry Journal commented exten 
sively on the statements made by Senator 
McHugh, and concluded :'— 

“ We sincerely trust that the repre- 
hensible move on the strength of the

LABOUR VIEW 


The Northern Ireland Labour Party, at 
its conference in Belfast a month ago, 
rejected a motion put forward in favour 
of Irish unity by Armagh delegates. Tho 
voting was 90 to 20. 

Commenting on this, the Belfast News- 
letter asks :— i 

“What interest have the working 
classes in Ulster in the unity of Ireland! 
They are told,- of course, that if it were 
achieved they would have a place in a 
sovereign, independent, democratic State. 
But the workers of the Free State, who 
are said to be wholly free from sectarian 
prejudice, are not agreed about the 
ultimate destiny of that State. Some of 
them advocate a Workers’ Republic, and 
are denounced in consequence as Com- 
munists and enemies of the faith.’’ 

The Northern Whig wrote:— 

“The vote was an unmistakable 
answer to Mr. Midgley’s question: ‘If you 
had your choice to-morrow would you 
declare Ireland a republic?’ It is some- 
times assumed—by those who would like 
to have it so—that because Socialists are 
anti-Government they are pro-Nationalist. 
The Labour Party conference .as disposed 
of that illusion.”’ 


HESITANT APPROVAL 

The latest development is the manifesto 
issued yesterday over the signatures of 
two abstentionist members of the British 
House of Commons and a number of 
clergymen and laymen.

LORD HALIFAX’S

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—Lord Halifax is understood to 
have reported to the Cabinet yesterday 
upon his visit to Germany, hut, as the 
Prime Minister told the House of 
Commons later, conversations which were 
tentative and confidential did not lend 
themselves to disclosure or discussion at 
this stage. Most people will understand 
and accept this statement. Lord Halifax’s 
mission had strictly qualified objectives. 
It was no part of his task to suggust 
bargains, to invite or offer commitments, 
to attempt to settle anything. The 
business entrusted to him wa. simply that 
of discovering at first hand what was in 
the German mind on questions common 
to the two countries, and, perhaps, of 
giving the framers of German policy a 
similar impression of the British view. 
Yet there are some people who refuse to 
be contented with any explanation which 
has nothing complicated or sinister about 
if, and decline to believe that Lord 
Helifax can have meant exactly what he 
himself has said* about his visit. 

Actually it should be convincingly clear, 
even to those who are unwilling to think 
anything good of the Government or of 
Germany either, that the sole object of 
Lord Halifax’s journey has been to pro- 
mote the peace of Europe by bringing to 
light the possibilities of a closer under- 
standing between Germany and Britain 
in the first place. And all the evidence 
goes to show that in this new essay of 
constructive diplomacy, designed, as it is, 
to find the way of breaking a deadlock, 
the Government have been interpreting a 
decided popular mandate. Its common- 
sense tells the British people that with 
inaction deadlock can only harden into 
something worse.

QUESTION 


Te stoppage on the deep-water 
section of the Dublin docks will 
begin this morning. 

This was the decision of a mass 
meeting of docker# 1 held by the Irish 
Seamen’s and Port Workers’ Union 


at 192 Pearse street last night. 

The purpose of the meeting was to place 
before the men concerned a report of the 
day-to-day negotiations which have been 
in progress between the union and the 
stevedores since Tuesday of last week. 
These negotiations, held under the 
auspices of the Department of Industry 
and Commerce, ended yesterday. 

Messrs. Joe Ellis, General hata, 
Andrew Byrne, Dockers’ delegate, and P. 
Dolan, General Workers’ delegate, out- 
lined the position from the point of view 
of the union. They stated that while sub- 
stantial progress had been made on many 
— a very serious difficulty had arisen. 

ccording to their statement it had been 
agreed on the previous day that the steve- 
dores would continue to guarantee a 
minimum day’s pay to men employed on 
tonnage. 

This undertaking was withdrawn yester- 
day, and as the union regards the exist- 
ence of the guaranteed payment as being 
of the utmost importance all hope of e 
settlement vanished. 


== 


IMMEDIATE STOPPAGE 


At the conclusion of the statement it 
was proposed and agreed unanimously that 
an immediate stoppage should take place. 

The meeting then made arrangements 
for picketing. All dockers concerned were 
instructed to parade at their union offices 
at 7 o’clock this morning. They will take 
up duty at all the offices of the companies 
alfected, and at American and continental] 
vessels in the port, where necessary. 

It was also decided to extend the strike 
immedi.tely to the stores and other ware- 
houses belonging to the varieus employers, 
and to hold up the transport of all goods 
already landed but still in the possession 
of agents involved in the dispute. 

These arrangements will affect, among 
other types of goods, cement, timber, iron 
and other building materials and paper. 

Mr. Ellis stated at the conclusion of the 
meeting that from the beginning about 
1,500 men will be affected, directly or in- 
directly, by the stoppage. He said that 
the clause which has contributed most to 
the calling of the strike has never before 
been disputed, although the workers’ 
demands were served as far back as 
August 14th. 

This clause, according to Mr, Ellis, has 
operated to the satisfaction of the 
stevedores and the men since 1935, 

Several of the vessels affected by the 
dispute are owned locally, and it is con- 
sidered likely that the crews will either 
be withdrawn by the union or paid off 
by the shipowners if the stoppage con- 
tinues for any peri 

The Dublin Stevedores’ Association, 
when approached last night, had no state- 
ment to make on the position.

15. 
The jury made a strong recommendation 
to mercy. 
” Kelly has been in custody for almost 
eighteen months on the charge of having 
murdered Patrick Henry, 67-year-old 
Irish-American, on or about September 10, 
1935. Henry’s body was found maimed 
and burned in a house at Greatmeadow, 
Boyle, Co. Roscommon, where he and Kelly 
were stated to have lived together for 
almost four months before the murder 
was alleged to have taken place. 

At the first trial, which opened in the 
Central Criminal Court on November 10, 
1936, and which lasted five days, Kelly 
was found guilty and sentenced to be 
executed in Mountjoy Prison on December 
of that year. Before the date of execution, 
however, his counsel appealed to the Court 
of Criminal Appeal on the grounds that 
witnesses not available at the trial were 
able to" prove that = had been alive 
after the date on which he was alleged to 
have been murdered. The Appeal Court 
quashed the verdict of murder and ordered 
a retrial so that this additional evidence 
should be submitted to a jury. 


SECOND TRIAL 


On April 19 of the present year Kelly 
again stood in the dock charged with the 
murder, and after a trial lasting five days 
the jury failed to agree. 

Cast Manday ack ae the case was to 
have come before the Central Criminal 
Court again, Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C., 
who, with Mr. R. S. Hogan (instructed 
by Mr. C. E. Callan), appeared for the 
defence, made an application that the 
indictment of murder against Kelly be 
quashed on the grounds that it had, been 
preferred without jurisdiction, and that 
the Court had no jurisdiction to try him. 
Mr. Barry submitted that Kelly, having 
been re-tried in . proceedings, which 
terminated on April 24, 1937, that portion 
of the order of the Court of Criminal 
Appeal which directed the re-trial had 
been complied with and was now spent. 
In those circumstances there was no juris- 
diction to prefer the indictment against 
the accused man. ‘The application was 
unsuccessful. 


é“ GUILTY ” 


Kelly, therefore, was again arraigned on 
the charge of murder on the following day, 
and the trial lasted until 6 o’clock yester- 
day evening. During the hearing witnesses 
stated that they had seen Henry alive on 
the day of Boyle Show, September 12, 
1935, two days after the date on which 
the State alleged he had been murdered. 

The jury retired to consider their verdict 
shortly after 4 p.m., and two hours later 
returned with the verdict of “ Guilty.” 
They added a strong recommendation to 
mercy.

Conferences 
have been so uninspiring, or 10 
sterile of results. as the Far East 
Conference, which closed its first and 
probably its last session here to-day. 
Its last day was marked by the adop- 
tion, by eighteen votes to one, of a 
declaration and a report, and by Dr. 
Koo’s statement on behalf of China, 
urging aid for his country and action 
against her aggressor. 

“The declaration, which was agreed to by 
all the States represented, with the excep- 
tion of Italy, stresses the importance of 
international agreements, particularly the 
Nine-Power Pact, and urges prompt sus- 

nsion of hostilities and resort to peace- 
ul processes to find a settlement. —. 

The report is a purely historical 
survey of what has happened. 

It is a bulky document, consisting of a | 
complete record of the Notes exchanged, 
the declarations adopted and the speeches 
delivered at the Brussels session.

The most elaborate precautions 
were taken by the police to prevent 
the men and women who gave evi- 
dence from heing seen. 

This morning Police Commissioner 
Roche had two men and a woman con- 
ducted to the chambers of the Examining 
Magistrate, M. Beteille, from the Prefec- 
ture of Police by a hidden passage. Other 
witnesses were taken into the building, 
and led away again by a side entrance. 

The police are still questioning. M. 
Henri de l’Oncle, a Nice jeweller, in con- 
nection with the affair. He is the brother 
of M, Eugene de 1l’Oncle, consulting engi- 
neer of the Penhoet shipbuilding yard, 
who was mentioned ‘in M. Dormoy’s 
commumqué last night, revealing the al- 
leged plans of the conspirators. 

Sepa arsa documents are to be made 
public showing that the Cagoulard affair 
concerned a political group organised on 
army lines. This statement was made ‘o- 
day to newspaper correspondents by M. 
Moitessier, Director-General of the Sfréte. 

Police searches are continuing in Paris 
and the suburbs. 


HUMOROUS INTERLUDE 


A humorous incident in connection with 
the investigation is reported by the 
Petit Parisien. A clandestine wireless 
station in the Toulon region has, accord- 
ing to the paper, been discovered to be 
owned by a group of enthusiastic children. 
The police were informed that the station 
had been set up near Cuers, about ten 
miles north of Toulon, and that it was 
transmitting messages in code. Examples 
given of the ‘‘code’’ messages were: 
‘“‘ Madame X’s candy is no good,” and 
“The butcher cheats his customers with 
the weights.”’ 

The Toulon postal officials made en- 
quiries and soon solved the mystery. 

Children between the ages of fourteen 
and fifteen, and not the Cagoulards, were 
responsible. They had constructed their 
station from plans published in wireless 
newspapers, and had transmitted the mes- 
sages in question on short waves. The 
affair has had a happy sequel. The chil- 
dren are to continue their experiments, 
but in future they will be under the 
superyision of the village schoolmaster.

The London conversations .may well 
prove of vital moment at a time when a 
solution to the many problems which 
threaten the peace of Europe becomes in- 
creasingly imperative. In diplomatic 
circles it is felt that the invitation to the 
French Ministers may indicate that Great 
Britain is once again taking a lead in 
European politics ; for the visit will follow 
almost immediately upon the Berlin con- 
versations between Lord Halifax and Herr 
Hitler, the initiative for which was taken 
by Great Britain. These facts, coupled 
with the prospective tour by M. Delbos 
of a number of South-Eastern European 
capitals, indicate international activity 
unequalled for a long time, and the close 
co-operation between Great Britain and 
France on matters of international 
policies. 

Current trends may well herald a re- 
newed effort towards achieving the per- 
manent peace of Europe. 

Lord Halifax yesterday made,a detailed 
report to a full meeting of the Cabinet 
upon his Berlin conversations, and these 
will inevitably form a major subject of 
discussion between the French and British 
statesmen next week. 

The Cabinet meeting was resumed last 
night in the Premier’s room at the House 
of Commons, and it lasted for forty-five 
minutés. 


THE GERMAN CLAIMS 


Although no demands or requests were 
formulated in the Berlin talks, and no 
ledges were given on either side, the out- 
ine which Herr Hitler gave to Lord 
Halifax of German foreign policy is of 
vital importance to France. The German 
demand for colonies has been brought to 
the forefront recently, but of equal, if not 
greater, importance are such questions as 
Germany’s attitude towards Austria, and 
the problem of Czechoslovakia, with its 
three and a half million German minori- 
ties. The British and French Ministers 
will probably discuss a common attitude 
both towards Germany’s colonial claims 
and the German policy in Central Europe. | 
In French circles in London the view

NO TERRITORIAL DESIGNS 


General Ugaki said that, as the Japanese 
Government had repeatedly declared, there 
was no Change in Japan’s fundamental 
polig towards China. She had no terri- 

ial designs in China; she desired only 
that China should reconsider her attitude 
for the peace and common welfare of Japan 
and herself. 3 

‘This declaration means what it says,” 
he added. 

““But if hostilities are ‘protracted, and 
Japan is driven to yet greater efforts and 
sacrifices, the demands of our people may 
correspondingly increase. 

'“In my opinion, some such change in 
the Japanese people’s feeling is already 
taking place. 

‘ Japan is ready to share in China's 
stabilisation,” he declared. ‘‘ That 
will do good not only to Japan, but to 
other countries as well.’’

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IRISH DOCTOR WHO 
ASSAULTED PATIENT

Despite an earnest plea for Cuas made 
on his behalí, the General Medical Council, 
sitting in London yesterday, decided to in. 
struct the Registrar to erase from the Medical 
Register the name of Dr. Patrick Joseph 
O'Shaughnessy, registered as of Ballitore 
House, Ballitore, County Kildare, who was 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment in 
the second division on July 29 for assaulting 
a woman patient. 

Mr. C. J. 8. Harper, the Council’s solicitor, 

said that Dr. G’ikeushneesy was acting as 
locum tenens for a Liverpool doctor, who hai 
heen treating the young woman. The 
incident. occurred on his first day at the 
surgery. It appeared that Dr. O'Shaughnessy 
asked’ her some questions and then 
gave her a mirror, saying, “ Because 
you look sweet.” Mr Harper said that it 
appeared that the doctor made violent love 
to the young woman and pulled off her 
clcthes one after another. She was on a 
settee and she struggled. After a time he 
let her go. The woman complained to her 
hesband, who went round to see Dr. 
O'Shaughnessy, who declared that he knew 
nothing about the incident. The next day 
he apologised. Mr. Harper said that the 
doctor was prosecuted and found guilty, and 
in passing sentence the Recorder at Liver- 
haca Sessions said that the doctor 
ad been convicted on what was in his 
opinion the clearest possible evidence. Mr. 
Harper added that there were two convic- 
tions in 1936 for drunkenness against Dr. 
O'Shaughnessy. 

Mr. Oswald Hempson, who appeared for 
the doctor, said that he appreciated that it 
was not admissible for him to go behind the 
convictions. The doctor denied emphatically 
that when he gave the young woman a 
mirror he used the words “ because you look 
sweet,” Referring to the woman's version 
at the court of what. occurred, Mr. Hempson 
said there was no bruise on her and her 
clothes were not damaged.

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TALE OF “RELIGIOUS 
PERSECUTION” 


(BEFORE MR. CONROY.) 


HOMAS P. RYAN, farmer and motor 

salesman, with addresses at vallinafagh, 

Prosperous, Co. Kildare, and 12 Uakfield 
place, 8.C.R., Dublin, was again put forward 
when further charges were preferred against 
him of obtaining or attempting to obtain 
sums of money by false pretences.

was leaving the house because his wife 
objected to it, and he was building another. 
Defendant described himself as a carrier, and 
said he found it difficult to get paid by the 
drivers. He asked for an advance of £5. 
which witness gave. Ryan said he would 
bring the deeds of the house in next day. 

Mr MacNeice said that he absolutély be- 
lieved in Ryan's bona fides, and gave him 
the £5 on the principle of helping a dog over 
a stile. The defendant told him that his-wife

The defendant produced 
a business card which stated that he (Ryan) 
had lorries for hire. Ryan told him a story 
about his lorries, and gave him to under- 
stand that he (Ryan) had been fined £6 for 
taking out a lorry that was untaxed. He 


said that if he could take out this lorry he. 


could earn at least £10 a week. He said he 
wanted to borrow £15. He had been at cost 
on account of his wife having been in 
hospital.

A woman who was 
with the accused man at the time he called 
at witness's office came back some time later 
and gave witness £3. 

Ryan was again remanded, bail being 
allowed.

DUBLIN BOARD AS 
DEFENDANTS

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


"THE hearing was resumed of the action in 
I which Mes. Annie Byrne, St. Ita’s 
road, Glasnevin, seeks an injunction te 
restrain Mrs, Bridget Fox, 37 Hamilton stree@, 
South Circular road, Dublin, and the Dublin 
Board of Assistance, trom establishing a 
public dispensary and the office of a relievin 
officer at the premises 37 Hamilton street, © 
which Mrs Byrne 1s lessor and Mrs. Fox is 
lessee, in alleged breach of a covenant in the 
lease “ not to carry on any noisome or offen- 
sive trade sr business " on the premises, The 
plainuff also claimed a declaration that the 
defendants were not entitled to use tha 
premises as 2 dispensary. 

Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, K.C., and Mr. 
Vherry (instructed by Mr. W. 8. Barrett) 
appeared for the olaimtiff; and Mr. Overend, 

‘GC ;M: E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Miss Moran 
(instructed by Messrs. Roger Greene and 
Sons) for she defendants. 

Tha piarciff's case, as disclosed by the 
affidavits, was, said Mr. FitzGibbon, that if 
the house war used as a dispensary an annoy- 
ance would be caused to the residents of the 
street, because people would be coming to 
the dispensary who might be affected by 
diseases of a.l kinds, and who might have 
some infectious or contagious disease. de 
submitted that it was clearly settled law that 
any kind of activity which would raise appre- 
hension in the minds of reasonable laymen 
was in ' offensive ” business, as covered by 
the lease under which this dwelling-house 
was held. 

_ Mr. Overend said that, in addition to the 
injunction, the plaintiff sought a declaration 
that the premises should not be used as a 
dispensary and relieving officer’s office, and 
it was apparently assumed by the plaintiff 
that an office so use l was, per se, used for 
an Offensive trade or business. The plaintiff 
was under a complete misapprehension in 
assuming that the SGoard of Assistance 
intended to use the premises as a relievin 
officer's office They never had any suc 
imtention, the intention being to use it as a 
dispensary only. Access to the dispensa 
would be only from Donore avenue, which 
was a wide road, and there were no residences 
in the immediate vicinity of the entrance to 
the nag news dispensary. 

rt. Justice Johnston said that it had been 
mentioned in one of the affidavits that egress 
would be on Hamilton street. 

Mr. Overend said that one of the officials 
had made this suggestion so as to prevent 
congestion but he was prepared to give an 
undertaking that ingress and egress would be 
in Donore avenue. 

An affidavit by Dr. W. H. Lowe, Stephen’s 
Green, had, said Mr. Overend, been put in 
on behalf of the plaintiff. Dr. Lowe ex- 
cenn the opinion that the residents of 

amilton street had good reason for their 
fear and annoyance at the proposed erection 
of the dispensary. Every dispensary received 
and treated persons suffering from contagious 
diseases, and, in addition, adults and children 
in the early stages of infectious diseases 
visited the dispensaries, in ignorance of the 
nature of their complaints, and it was not 
until after their visit that their complaints 
were diagnosed. The affidavit also said that 
there was great danger of infection from such 
persons attend’rg a dispensary to the 
occupiers of neighbouring houses, their 
friends, and children, who might meet them 
in the street, and who might possibly have 
to pass through such groups outside the dis- 
pensary. This would probably be the case 
where there was an epidemic of influenza. 


*“ DECENT PEOPLE ” 


Mr. Overend said that there was an answer- 
ing affidavit on behalf of the defendants from 
Dr. W. C. Cremin, St. Stephen’s Green, in 
the course of which Dr. Cremin said he had 
thirty years’ medical experience in Dublin, . 
was M.O.H. for Pembroke and was a visiting 
medical officer co the Dublin Union. Most 
people who attended dispensaries nowadays 
were decent and respectable people. Dts- 
pensary work at present was very different 
from what it was when relieving o , 
doctors and wardens all carried on their busi. 
ness at the one time in the one building, 
with the resuit that there was gross over- 
crowding, and a very poor element came to 
the dispensary. 

Dr. Cremin, in his affidavit, further said 
that nowadays going to a dispensary was 
little different from visiting a doctor’s con- 
sulting room. The class of person going to 
a dispensary varied with the class of district 
in which the dispensary was situated. In 
the district where it was proposed to estab- 
lish the dispensary there was a very decent 
type of working people living, and these 
would be the type of people attending the 
dispensary. 

In his opinion, the danger of infection from 
contagious or infectious diseases from the 
dispensary was no greater than that en- 
countered in the tram, church or cinema, or 
in ‘attending a general practitioner’s consult- 
ing room. 

lr. Overend also read an affidavit of Dr. 
James Devane, St. Stephen’s Green, who is 
attached to Peter Street Dispensary, stating 
that the people who would be attending the 
provosed new dispensary were attending his 
dispensary at Peter street. They were im 
no way objectionable, and always conducted 
themselves in a quiet and reasonable manner, 
and came and went to the dispensary in the 
same way as if they were going to a general 
practitioner's consulting room. 

It was also pointed out, said Mr. Overend, 
that the patients attended the dispensary 
only during two hours in the forenoon, and 
that they never arrived or let in groups. 
It was anticipated that not more than thirty 
patients weal attend each week day. . 

The further hearing was adjourned until to- 


day.
